The.judges now propose that all reasonable 
‘costs of the avccessful party shall bo paid 
by his opponent, and no further costa shall 
. be charged by his solicitor, unless sfter full 
werning and explanation he bas elected to 
incur them. This ia so obviously reason- 
able s proposal, that we can only wonder it 
has not been ineluded in any of the many 
Acts passed beforé and since 1875 fur tho 
om of legal procedure.—Liverpool Daily

Mr Hastings (of Messrs Wotton and 
Deacon’s office) appeared for the plaintiff, 
and: Mr. ER: Robinson, instructed by Mr 
Grist (of Mr-C. D.. Wilkinson's office), 
ay peared for the defendant. 

Mr Hastings suid—The pluintiff is 0 tea- 
dealer carrying on business in ttiis Colony 
and the defendantiis sued aa guarantor of 
a pertain contract for the sale of tea, which 
has not boun fully. performed. On Grd 
Auguat,1892, the plaintiff agreed to gelt to 
David. Symon aad QOv., who were a firm 
then’ ‘carrying on. business “in this 
Octony which had lately been started—400 
oheste of tea atthe price mentioned in: the 
‘contract,—-and ‘thesa teas were’ delivered 
and.were shipped by thia firm to various 
parts, -But they.weré sot paid for, By 
the contract they were to. be paid for-with- 
in three days, Theat was noy dune. 
fall amount due‘ for the teas wis $502), 
and the contract ao guaranteed by the de- 
feidant, Lam Tao Cain, who wus the com- 
pratiore for the firm of Dovid Symon aud 
Co,,.aud it wag on-the faith of that 
guatantes that thd zogds wor airpplisd by 
my client on credit.’

KIEN- YANG, 

We hava been favoured with tho follow. 
ing authentic acccunt of this trouble :— 

Kien Yang is a hsien city 120 li to tar 
north-west of Kies Ning Fo. Abont « 
year and a balf ago the C.M.S. bagen work 
inthis place. At that time part of a house 
wes rented-and Rev. H.'S. Phillips took 
up his residence there. -At the beginning. 
@ good dex] of trouble was caused; asis the 
case almost universally in this province, 
by a few ill-disposed people, bat the issne 
of s proclamation immediately quieted mat- 
ters, though the enmily of these few. ag 
after events show, was by no means killed. 

Early iu this year a.neighbouring bouse 
was purchased, but as the riot ‘At Kien 
Ning Fn cecurred soon sfter, it was judged 
bebter nob to repair it till this affair was 
sottled, : 

In ‘Auguat'a settlement was made, and 
afterwards. Mr Phillips commenced repair. 
ing the honse; no disturbance seemed 
imminent ‘until the alterations were roofed 
in a fow days heforo tha first outbreak he 
went down to Nang Wa te bring up his 
wife to Kion Yang: q 

OpOct. 4th mob of villagors who lived 
in the ‘suburb of Kien Yang in which the 
house is ‘situsted, came in und-at once 
proceaded to emash doors in, and steal the 
uatives’ things; Mr Phillips's servant, a 
trusty Christian, anda mason wore ontra- 
geously baaten, and the tools, &€., of all 
tha workmen were soized, Sales 

Mr Phillips and-bis wife arrived’ on the 
following‘ day, and although the thames of 
the perpetrators were all given ia to the’ 
ytmlen no‘steps seem to have boon faken to 
Warn-or pavish. them. :

Unarmed runners seg ay otcagional viait 
from tivo yamen officials. On Oct, Tth w 
yorthtess * proclamation © was” issued, 
angouneing merely wha the foreigner was, 
and thuf treaty bound the mayistrate to 
pratept him, ete., sayjog nothing abaut the 
dativee in tho house or the property. On 
Oct. 8th the charactors meaning * drive 
ont the Devit’ were posted on the gate of 
the city.

We 
give this information, which ig not derived 
from Hong men, Brokers or Tea-boya, fur 
what it may be worth. [t is thougit that 
there are still some 2U,000 chests to urrice, 
which is nut likely te ae added to, on ae- 
count of the demand having aprung up so 
late. .
